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CANADA WILL DECLARE NEW YORK AN 
INFECTED PORT. 
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European Cities Will Quarantine Against 
the United States—The President May 
Stop Immigration—The Death List on 
the Bohemia—Dr. Byron’s Report—In- 
efficiency of the Police Patrol in New 
York Bay—No Trouble to Communicate 
With Pest Ships—Leaving Fire Island. 


New Yorn, Sept. 16.—The Health Board 
bulletin posted to-day announces another 
suspected case of cholera in the city. The 
builetin reads as follows? 

‘*The only suspected case of cholera in this 
city since last bulletin is Edward Hoppe of 
1625 Madison avenue, who diedyesterday. It 
is under investigation,’’ 

The death of Chariotte Beck, which oc- 
curred on the 18th inst,, was to-day officially 
deciared to be due to Asiatic cholera. 

Dr. Labouchere, the physicianof the Five 
Points Mission, to-day reported to the Board 
of Health a suspicious case of probable 
cholera in Sullivan street. The board has 
sent an inspector to investigate. 

Late this afternoon it was reported thata 
case of cholera has occurred among the con- 
victs on Black well’s Island. 

There are rumors of cases in Brooklyn, 
Jersey City and Hoboken, but so far these 
reports have not been verified. 


New York, Sept.16.—The metropolis awoke 
this morning toa cloudless sky and acrisp, 
windy atmosphere, These conditions, while 
cholera is near, become dailyanelement in 
the news situation. Frost is not faraway. 
The days are already having chills by night 
and fevers at noontide. The crisp aitirals9 
braces and brightens the population against 
fright or that nervous apprehension that in 
its results invites the approach of any dis- 
order. There has not as yetin any locality 
of the city been reported any symptoms of 
hysterical panic. Even neighbors to. those 
who have been stricken are complacent and 
accept the situation philosophically, if not 
even carelessly. The element. of confidence 
in constituted authority is present. 
Dally those *who read the prints are 
learning how firmly and closely the various 
municipal officials are co-operating. The 
Street-cleaning Departmentis quickened in 
its effort, and the people observe the results 
dally in the renewed and more careful scour- 
ing of the streets. Low portions of the city 

are being attended toina manner so thor- 
ough as to be a novelty to the dwellers there. 
abouts. The odor of disinfectants is upon 
the air. The pungent, cleaniy smellof chlor- 
ides comes from expected localities. ‘he in- 
dividual is supplementing the official effort, 
and in homes, offices and business places 
generally precautionary measures are ev!- 
dent. 

Shoulder to shoulder with the cleaning de- 

- partment and tne Health Board stand the 
police, with Byrnes in the forefront, doctor 
and policemen ior the time being are 
brothers. They travel in pairs and groups. 
The hospital authorities have slit open the 
armor of hide-bound apathy, and are alert 
and co-operative. The Coroners, too, are 
grimly active, or ready for activity. Allthe 
vacationsinthe board are this morning de- 
clared off, and the entire staff will wait in 
constant readiness for prompt action, if un- 
happily they are needed. 

: FUNDS TO FIGHT THE PLAGUE. 

The funds for protection are daily piling 
up, and the people who read the morning 
papers are reassured. In one fund—that of 
the Chamber of Commerce—there fs now the 
sum of $156,000, over $63,000 of the total having 
come in yesterday. The poor who read feel 

‘their anxiety lessenea. The rich are alert 
with their means, and this counts for good to 
the poor more, indéed, than to the wealthy. 
lt is an element of strenzeth in the situation. 

Then behind all local effort is the proven 
strength of the State and its blunt executive. 
He has said he ‘‘Don’t care a——for votes 
lost or won by any action he may takeina 
case like the present cholera trouble.’’ The 
people have all read of this; they know what 

’ he has done and they feel more than ever 
reassured. 

And finally, the towering background of the 
federal powers and willingness to do this Is 
at once comfort and a preventive of panic. 

To be sure anewly arrived ship is inthe 
offing with more cases of suspected if not 
actual disease. But there is the quarantine 
wall, and the peopleare notalarmed. The 
Bohemia may have brought more cases of 
cholera—but the public assures itself that so 
many more are added only to those now held 
at arms’ length from the city’s vitals. 

Meanwhile the storm-buffetted passengers 
of the Normannia* hada another experience 
and another delay; embarking for their re- 
turn tothe city by boat they went aground 
‘off Fire Istand—not in danger, but harrassed 
again by Getention when almost on the 
threshold of home, The tide was out and 
they have to await the flood for release from 
‘the sand bar. About one hundred passengers 
of the Normannia refused to go on the 
‘Cepheus, preferring to cross over to Babylon 
‘and take the train for the city. They left 
‘Fire Island on board the boat Ripple at 9:15 
o’clock for Babylon under military escort, 
and there took train on the Long Island

Pilot John Shooks of pilot boat No. 21, the 
America, one of the best known pilots of the 
bay, brought the Bohemia in.

The Bohemia ts of the unlucky Hamburg- 
American Line, She has been many vears in 
the service, and since the appearance of the 
fast express steamers she has been devoted 
alimost entirely to the immigrant business. 

When Dr. Jenkins came from his private 
office with the telegraph report of Dr. 
Byron’s visit to the bohemia, he said: ‘‘I am 
mighty glad that this is the last of the shi 
we expect serious trouble from.’’ It will 
noticed that Dr. Byron reports that those 
who died on the vessel died of gastro-intes- 
tinal trouble, and does not directly state that 
cholera caused death. 


AT THE COMPANT’S OFFICE. 


Excitement ruled this morning in the of- 
fices of the Hamburg-American Packet Co. 
Yesterday the offices and the company’s 
work were in a normal condition. Few peo- 
ple inquired for missing friends and the 
clerks were able to get at some of their work 
so long neglected. ut this morning there 
wasa run upon the offices by ahose who 
wanted news from the Bohemia. The officials 
had no knowledge of deaths on the vessel. 

Agent Cortis was early at his desk. ‘‘I 
consider,’’ said he, ‘*the report of eleven 
deaths, children, from the Bohemia, is 
good news. I question very much if they 
are genuine cholera cases. The Bohemia left 
Hamburg on Aug. 31, after the most rigid 
measures bad been taken looking to the 
prevention ofa cholera outbreak. Notonly 
was the baggage disinfected dally for several 
days, but each steerage passenger was sub- 
jected toa quarantine of eight days before 

eing allowed to go on the vessel.’’ 

The cabin passengers, of whom the agent 
says there are seven, are as follows: Fritz 
Tott, Fred Kuenmnecke, Mrs. Bertha Kuen- 
necke, Charies Hartung, Mrs. Hortense 
Hesse and Samuel Bernhardt and son.

The fact is dawning uponthe city that the 
Bohemia is another Scandia. She left the 
plague stricken city of Hamburg, Sept. 5, 
and three days later Sara Dister was taken 
ill. Itwasnocase of infantile disease, the 
woman in question being 25 years of age and 
her little chiid, Peshe, was taken off the same 


ay. 

The next day Wessli, a grown woman and 
two children succumbed. so it went on day 
by day. There were two on the eighth, and 
then a stay of four days, when again 
a case was recorded. The twelfth day 
saw only one death, and then the 
pest rested until the day of her arrival, when 
three children, aged from 1to8 years, died 
within a few miles of the port. On her ar- 
rival there were four sick on board and they 
have been removed to Swinburne Isiand by 
Dr. Byron. 


NO TROUBLE TO BOARD PST SHIPS. 

Your correspondent went down on the bay 
tug atalate hour last night and took a look 
at the ‘juarantine fleet of steamers at 
a distance. At 11:30 o’clock he 
was anxious to know ifthe Bohemia had ar- 
rived, and without endeavoring to break any 
Quarantine reguiations he determined to look 
for the police patrol boats and ask them 
questions. He approached within 200 - or 
300 yards of where the ships were 
lying and blew his whistie several times, and 
getting no response nor seeing any patrol 
boat, he steamed on down to the receiving 
boat station for the pilots at the. en- 
trance to Gedney channel. On his 
return, about i o’clock, he again 
tried to hail the patrol and sighted her about 
a mile ahead lying astern of the Carlton. po- 
lice ship to which she was made fast 
by rope. He again whistled several 
times and kept on steaming toward 
her. When within 10) yards he stopped 
and again whistled; receiving no answer to 
his repeated signals he told the captain of 
the tug to creep up slowly towards her, 
which was done, and repeated endeavors 
were madeto obtain an answer from the 
tug, which was how seen to be the H. B. 
Hewson. 

When the correspondent was within about 
one hundred and fifty yards of the patrol tug 
an officer came out and asked what was 
wanted, but retired without granting 
the desired information. The visiting 
tug then went 7 alongside and 
one of the crew of the Hewson gave him the 
infurmation he desired from the pllot-house.

The pbysi- 
cians cannot explain how she gotthe dis- 
It is not known that she came In con- 
tact with any one who came over on the pest 
ships from infected European ports. 
She has been in New York = six 
months, coming from Ireland. She 
was employed as a domestic at 221 East 
Thirty-first street. Her friends in the city 
were a family named Lyons at 692 Second 
avenue. She was in good heaith until 
Wednesday night. That night she paid a 
visit to the Lyons family and came home 
abouti0p. m. About midnight she wss 
seized with violent pains, which were fol- 
lowed with vomiting amd diarrhea. Mary 
expressed a wish to be taken to. the Lyons 
apartments, and she was removed there. 
Dr. Kane visited herand after an examina. 
tion diagnosed her illness as choiera. 

‘The girl has been removed to the Recep- 
tion Hospital and everything in the rooms 
where she was sick burned. 

EFFICACY OF LEMON JUICE, 

The dealers and importers of Medaiter- 
ranian fruit held a meeting lastnight. The 
Chairman, Mr. Hirsel, stated that the object 
of the call was to contribute a sufficient quan- 
tity of lemons tothe cholera patients so that 
they can partake of the lemon juice, which 
has been recommended by leading physi- 
cians. On motion of Anothony Zucca the 
dealers and the importers decided to con-’ 
tribute 100 boxes of the finest Messina lemons 
which will be sentto quarantine this morn- 


ing.

MAY STOP IMMIGRATION, 


PRESIDENT HARRISON SERVES NOTICE ON 
STEAMSHIP COMPANIES. 


Loon LAKE, N. Y., Sept. 15.—The President 
is ailve to the welfare and the general inter- 
ests of the American people notwithstanding 
the terrible personal affliction under which 
he is laboring. He sent a telegram to the 
Secretary of the Treasury sayingthat the 
Attorney-General has sent him an opinion to 
the effect that he had full power to prevent 
the landingin this country of all immigrants 
coming from ports infected with cholera or 
any other contagious disease. He suggested 
that the Secretary of the Treasury convey 


this information to the various transatlantic 
companies, together with an official notice 
thatunless they acted instrict accordance 
therewith he would issue an executive ordar 
prohibiting entirely ail immigration from in- 
fected ports without exception. 


FILTHY SPOTS IN MEMPHIS. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 16.—Over one hun- 
dred houses in different parts of the city have 
been condemned as unsanitary by the Board 
of Health andthe owners have been notified 
to raze them to the ground within five days. 
If the buildfngs are not removed and the 
premises cleaned up at the expiration of that 


time the structures will be torn down and 
burned by the city authorities. A rigid quar- 
antine will be established against cities in- 
fected with cholera should the disease spread 
to places outside of New York. The railroad 
companies have agreed to provide bulidings 
outside the city Imits forthe fumigation of 
matis. Cisterns and deep wells all over town 
will be closed andthe use of artesian water 
furnished by the city willbe made compul- 
sory. 


VIOLATED QUARANTINE LAWS. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 16.—At a meet- 
ing of the Board of Health to-day a resolu- 
tion was passed directing the health officer 
to prosecute the captain of the tug Mary A. 


Corr for violating the quarantine laws. The 
penalty is a fine not exceeding $500. The 
Lazaretto compassed a resolution permitting 
the Maryland, which sailed from Marseilles 
before cholera broke out, to leave the break- 
water quarantine. 


EPIDEMIC INEVITABLE. 

DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 16.—Cholera is due 
in Detroit in two weeks, according to Dr. J. 
J. Mulheron, United States Inspector. ‘‘It 
is almost inevitable,’’ the doctor declared, 
‘“*It can hardly be avoided. The whole 
country isin fora struggle with the disease. 
It is my earnest belief.’’ 

The eighty-four Canadian Pacifie immi- 
grants, who have been in quarantine since 
Saturday morning, a mile anda half out of 
Windsor, have been released, and have con- 
tinued their journey West over the Wabash 
road, 

BLACK ROCK IN ARMS.

CANADA PUTS UP THE BARS. 


NEW YORK TO BE DECLARED AN INFECTED 
PORT—RIGID QUARANTINE. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, Sept” .—Montreal 
physicians, backed by Montreal police, were 
last night stationed at Lacolle, St. Armand, 
Norton Mills, Abbercrombie, Hemmingford 
and Coteau, on the border line. Though 
these proclamations of the federal and 
Provincial governments have not yet been 
issued declaring New York an infected port, 
itis virtually quarantined, so far as Mon- 
treal is concerned, *~At9o0’clock last night a 
joint meeting of the Finance and Local 
Health and Provisional Boards was held, at 
which it was decided to ask Ottawa and Que- 
bec to immediately proclaim New York in- 
fected and the’ United States quarantined. In 
response to thiscame word from Ottawa that 
a cabinet meeting would be immediately 
convened and that Gov.-Gen. Lord Stanley 
was on his way to the Capital to preside at 
the meeting. 

Mayor McShane and the City Council an- 
nounced that all the money necessary would 
be founda to protect the city from cholera,and 
| pending governmental action the authorities 

decided to act themselves, as stated. Drs, 
Coyle, Herouse, Hackett, La Blanc, Ethier 


and Verner were at once sent to the border

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with Instructions to forbid any trains enter- 
ing Canada, but to admit healthy possengers 
after thorough inspection and disinfection of 
their baggage. 

The correspondent was exclusively allowed 
last night to be present ata meeting of Mr. 
Stonegreve of the Central Vermont, a repre- 
sentative of the Delaware & Hudson, and 
other railways running to the States, with 
Dr. La Berge. Mr. Stonegreve. asked 
that Pullman and parlor-car pas- 
sengers be considered the same as 


saloon passengers on steamship, but this was 
eremptorily refused. The railways were 
nformed that they must furnish special 
trains for the transfer of passengers, and 
that the city would insist on a six-day quar- 
antine at least, pending the full period of 
twenty days, when the Government quaran- 
tine is proclaimed, 

Dr. Laberge said that a report had come 
from Ottawa that full quarantine would be 
deciared against New York to-day. : 
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THE CABINET MEETING. 
OTTAWA, Ontario, Sept. 16.—It was decided 
at the Cabinet meeting yesterday thatthe 
Dominton Government would not interfere 


with the Quebec Government in enforcing 
quarantine restrictions, fhe customs officers 
have been empowered to board all trains and 
boats coming from the United States and to 
refuse admission into Canada of any sus- 
pected case of cholera. 

The Government bas been apprised of the 
arrival at Quebec of a number of immigrants 
from Europe with through tickets for the 
United States. Therallruad companies ab- 
solutely refuse to allow the immigrants 
to board the trains and the immigrants are 
simply stranded in the provincial 
capital. They want, to take pos.- 
session of the Federal Immigration 
buildings, but the government requires 
these buildings for Canadian immigrants. 
Hence the foreign bound arrivals are thrown 
on thelr own resources. The difficulty will, 
it is thought, only be solved by the steamship 
companies taking these people back to 
Europe. 


SPAIN’S ACTION. 

MADRID, Sept. 16.—The Spanish Govern- 
ment has declared quarantine against New 
York. The official Gazetteannounces to-day 


that all vessels arriving at Spanish ports 
will be detained. Persons arriving ait 
frontier stations from New York will also 
be subjected to quarantine.

ESCAPED FROM THE MORAVIA. 


TWO WOMEN FROM HAMBURGAPPEAR AT A LONG 
ISLAND VILLAGE, 


GREENPORT, L. I., Sept. 16.—It 1s reported 
that twosteerage pass@nger from the Mora- 
via have been found inthis place, They are 
said to be Mrs. Marx Henkelman and Mrs. 
Paulina Janowski, the wi¥s of two Russian 
Hebrews who have lived in this place several 
years. The report occasioned great excite- 
ment in the village. Tne local 
Health oard investigated the case 
and learned that the two women 


arrived in this place by way of the steamer 
Shelter Island from New York Sept. 6. Their 
husbands both say that their wives arrived 
in New York on the Moravia from Hamburg. 
the women brought with them several 
trunks. They came direct from Kussia. The 
house in which these people live is in athickly 
settled part of the village. The Health 
Boara has ordered a strict quarantine until 
the case can be more fully investigated. 

District Attorney Ben]. H. Reeves. said 
there could be no mistake aboat the name of 
the ship ov which these people arrived, as 
he himself hat carefully questioned the 
women’s husbands on this point, and they 
are sure it wasthe Moravia. They make bo 
statement as to how their wives escaped. 

A man named Goldstein, employed by Her- 
man Sandman in Greenport, says that on 
Sunday, Sept. 4, Sandman received a tele- 
gram for Henkelman from the latter’s wife, 
saying she was at Ellis Island. Goldstein 
says Henkelman wenttoNew York Monday 
and returned withthetwo women and their 
chjidren and baggage on the steamer the 
next day. Henkelman told Goldstein that 
= wife came over on the cholera ship Mora- 
via. 


ADIEU TO FIRE ISLAND. 


THE NORMANNIA’S PASSENGERS LEAVE FOR 
NEW YORK. 

FIRE ISLAND, Sept. 16.—This place to-day is 
practically deserted. The police, reporters, 
operators, hotel helpandthe detachment of 
troops are the only people here. This state of 
affairsisin marked contrast to the general 
air of activity displayed during the last few 
days, but itis most probable that the end Is 
not yet, and that by to-morrow another 
crowd of quarantined passengers from some 
of the vessels now detained in New York Bay 
will be sent here. 

At 7:30 all the passengers that were willing 
to go to New York via the water route 
were on board the Cepheus. Only abont 
thirty refused to go by the steamer, and after 
a good deal of telegraphing between them and 
the State officials permission was granted to

FORMER VISITATIONS, 
THE OUTBREAKS OF CHOLERA IN NEW YORK IN 
1832, °49 AND ’65. 

New York, ®ept. 16.—While there is no 
panic in the city and little probability of 
great alarm over the coming of cholera, 
physicans recall the visitations of 1882, ’49 
and ’6@ when sanitary officials were poorly 
prepared to meet itund doctors knew niuch 
less about the nature of the disease 
than they “0 mow. In 1832 cholera 
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Then-it moved west, appearing within a few 
days at Utica,s Schenectady Byshcase and 
Buffalo. it ravaged New York te,appear- 
ing without warning in most of the towns 
and villazes, In New York City it created a 
panic. Itcenteredatthe Five Points, then 
an overcrowded locality.far more filthy than 
any section of the city to-day, and spread 
like fire in every direction... For a long 
periea the death rate averaged 
poventy a day. The physicians of that 
ay did not understand its nature, and 
attributed its spread to contagion in the air. 
The people left town by thousands, and took 
refuge in neighboring country Villages. Dur- 
ing that year 4,740 persons died of cholera 
throughout the country, and the year follow- 
ing 1,000 more. Boston, Newark, Philadel- 
hia and New Orleans also suffered greatly. 
n Philadelphia the panic wasso t that 
the dead were left unburied by hundreds un- 
til a committee of citizens volunteered to 
gather a the bodies and place them under 
ground. It also spread to Havana, where 
10,000 of the 100,000 inhabitants died of it in a 


year. 

In 1848 the cholera came again. This time 
it reached the country by ship from Europe. 
There ts something remarkable about that 
visitation, demonstrating how the plague 

in the most unexpected places, 
circumstances which show

Two ships left Havre, one on Oct, 31, the 
other on Nov. 9, 1848. The latter ship, the 
New Yorx, was bound for the city of New 

‘ork; the former, the Swanton, was bound 
or New Orleans. The passengers of these 
two ships were of the same character, mostly 
German immigrants; they had been taken up 
in both instances at Havre, which port was 
atthat time said to be free from cholera. 
They had come to Havre for the purpose of 
finding a shipfor this country. One report 
states that a portion of them had left infected 
places in Germany. The shipscame out with 
a clean billof health. The New York had 
been at sea sixteen days when cholera ap- 

eared—that IS, on Noy. 25; the Swanton had 

een at sea twenty-seven days when the first 
case occurred, it being on Nov. 26. They 
were 1,000 miles apart. They were both off the 
coast of the United States, one in lat. 256 deg. 
47 min. and the other in the parallel of 42 
deg. The outbreak on the New York is 
ascribed to the following fact: A very cold, 
chilly wind came up on the 24th andthe 
passengers found themselves in want of 
warm garments. There was a general over- 
hauling of baggage for warm ciothing. The 
next day was exceedingly hot,andonthat day 
the first casefof cholera appeared, It has 
been found that on board the ship New York 
there wasan immigrant who had clothing 
that belonged toan individual who had died 
in Germany of the cholera. During the day 
of intense cold some articles of this closaine 
were taken from thechest and were wornbvy 
several of the passengers, and these passén- 
wers were the first taken on the ship. The 
two ships go on their voyage. One arrives 
in the harbor in New York on Lec. 
1, six days after the outbreak, hav- 
ing lost seven of her passengerg; the 
other goes into the Mississippi RKiv and 
up to New Orleans, having lost several pas- 
sengers, reaching the city Dec. 11. Onthe 
arrival of the vesselat New York, on Dec. 2, 
eleven cholera patients were sent to the 
quarantine hospital. The Swanton reached 
the city of New Orleans on Dec, 11, and the 
day ofherarrival one cholera case was sent 
tothe hospital. Twodays after her arrival 
the first case In the city was announced. 
This was alsoanimmigrant from theSwanton. 
This was followed by a rapid increase of the 
disease until the following June, in which 
month it culminated in more than 2,500 
deaths. 

In 1866 the cholera came again to New York, 
but the authorities succeeded in confining it 
pretty closely to Mott, eres 8 yg iE Mul- 
berry and Mauison streets ®hd afew dis- 
tricts on the east and west water fronts up 
town. InJuly there were 118 dgatus in this 
city, in August 768, and in * September 
262. It also raged in Brooklyn, where the 
death rate was somewhat less than here. 
There were many cases at Newton, Morris- 
ania, Mott Haven and Staten Island. Marris- 
ania and Mott Haven were not then included 
inthe city imits. This epidemic occasioned 
something lie panicintown, The summer 
exodus was double the usual one, and the 
town did not look like itself until cold 
weather was athand. The cholera spread 
all over the country, andin cities with a iess 
efficient Health Department than our own! 
ravages were proportionately greater.

IN EUROPE. 


THE CHOLERA EPIDEMIC SUBSIDING IN RUS- 
SIAN CITIES. 

St. PETERSBURG, Sept. 16.—The cholera 
epidemictis subsiding throughout Russia, 
more favorable reports being received from 
every direction. In St. Petersburg there 


were eight deaths from cholera, and fifty- 
nine persons were seized with the disease, 


ANOTHER CASE AT GRAVESEND. 
LONDON, Sept. 16.—The schooner Titanic, 
from Antwerp, is detained in quarantine at 
Gravesend with one caseof choleraon board. 
The Pall Mali Gazette has been making in- 


quiriesas to the date when the Hamburg 
authorities issued their first warning that 
cholera was present inthatcity. To-day the 
Gazett. published a fac simile of aclean bill 
of health granted on Aug. 28 toa British 
vessel lying at Hamburg. This vessel was 
detained until Aug. 27, taking on board som»? 
extra cargo and during the interval between 
the date of her clean bill of 
health and Aug. 27, two of her 
crew were attacked with cholera and one of 
them died. Thus the owners of the vessel 
were left to discover that cholera was in the 
port by its actual appearance among the 
crew. 

Hamburg correspondence of Aug. 23 an- 
nounced that there had been 126 cases of 
cholera inthecity. The Gazette asks: ‘*Did 
the Hamburg authorities allow clean Dilis of 
health to be given knowing that cholera was 
present in the city?’’

A WOMAN §AID TO HAVE CAUSED THE 
QUARREL. 


The Superintendent Declares That the 
Staff Conspired to Leave the Hospital 
Without Medical Attendance — He 
Fockets the Resignations and Threat- 
ens to Discharge Them—Statements of 
the Physicians—The Board of Health 
Without Jurisdiction. 


Dr. R. M. Kerley, the Superintendent of 
the Female Hospital,and his staff of house sur- 
geons have got at loggerheads to such a 
hopeless point that all three of the assistant 
physicians have resigned. The three have 
been at the hospital since April, when 
they were appointed by the Board of Health 
to the places in the hospitaland were envied 
by about a score of disappointed applicants. 
They are Dr. J. M. Hoffman, who went to the 
hospital from the Missouri Medical College, 
Dr. H. C. Duke, who isa graduate of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, and Dr. 
8. T. Bradley, who is from Henry County, 
and a graduate of the Marion-Sims College. 
The resignations of the staff were handed to 
Supt. Kerley Wednesday morning in the office 
of the hospital and ‘about the same 
time Dr. Hoffman handed in the resigna- 
tions alsotothe Board of Health, through 
Commissioner Bowman. Supt. Kerley was 
sitting in his office that morning when 
Dr. Hoffman came to him for a 
leave of absence, and obtaining it, went 
away tothe City Hall. Ashort timeafter he 
left, Drs. Bradley and Duke walked into the 
Superintendent’s office and handed him a 
paper. 

A STROKE THAT MLSSED. 

It was a resignation of thetr offices, 
signed by all three. Dr. Kerley 
read the paper over, and then, 
seeing what it was, read it again while 
he took time to reflect. Then he folded it up 
and put it away in his pocket. 

‘*All right, gentlemen,’ sald he. ‘*This is 
my property. ‘‘Iiwill act on it at my lels- 
ure.’”’ 

‘*‘Perhaps you don’t understand,’’ sug- 
gested Dr. Bradley, who was the spokesman. 
**That is our resignation, and we expect you 
to accept it at once.’’ 

‘*V’lldonosuch thing,’’ said the superin- 
tendent. ‘*‘That would leave the hospital 
without a_ staff, as you gentlemen have 
doubtless counted on in resigning In this 
peculiar way. Now I order all of you to 
stay here to-day and till further orders, 
and if either one of you leaves 
the hospital I’ll discharge all three of you 
and not allow you to resign.’’ 

Supt. Kerley then jumped into his buggy 
and drove down to see Health Commissioner 
Brennan and ascertain how soon he could 
replace the surgeons who had resigned. 
Every hour or so during the half day he was 
free from the institution he would call up the 
office by telephone, and inquire of the clerk: 

‘*Are Drs. Bradiey and Duke on duty?’’ 

‘*Yes,’’ the reply would come, and the 
doctor would hangup the audiphone satis- 
fled. The matter of the resignation 
was laid before the Board of Health 
yesterday afternoon,in executive session and 
the members decided that the board had no 
jurisdiction at all and would take noat- 
titude. Supt. Kerley was 
the office and the 
for him and announced 
would haveto arrange the difficulty at the 
hospital in his own way. The decision, of 
course, pleased the Superintendent. He has 
already gota number of applications for the 
vacancies from young physcians in the city, 
and the general impression is that as soon as 
he selects the three he wants he will accept 
the resignativuns of the present staff and let 
them gv, 

That its, unless the physicians humble 
themselves tothe Superintendent anda ask to 
be allowed to stay. Among medical men it 
is said that Hospital Surgeon Hoffman has 
been reproved rather sharply by Dr. A. 
Tuholske, his most intimate adviser in his 
college faculty, for the course he took, and it 
is stated also that Dr. A. 8, Barnes of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeans has taken 
the same position in talking with Hospital 
Surgeon Duke about the matter. This, how- 
ever, is the gossip of doctors merely, and 
may be inaccurate. 

SUPT. KERLEY’S STATEMENT. 

Supt. Kerley was seen at the Hospital to- 
day and asked how the disagreement arose 
between himself and the staff. ‘‘The trou- 
ble is simply that Dr. Hoffman wanted 
to be the superintendent and run things 
himself,’’ said the superintendent. ‘‘I have 
treated them all too kindly, and have given 
them too much license—that’s what’s the 
matter. Dr. Hoffman arranged the whole 
matter in a most unprofessional way to leave 
me in the lurch at a . critical 
moment. They had planned the whole affair 
very cleverly. Dr. Hoffman had gone away. 
Dr. Duke and Dr. Bradley handed me tlie 
resignation, expecting that I would fly off 
the handle and accept it at once. Then 
they would have gone down town 
immediately, and left me withthe hospital 
to take care of without assistants. I could 
not have gone to town myself to get help, 
for the patients would have been left without 
attention. But Iwas too cute for them. 
1 pocketed the resignation, ordered them to 
fe about their duty under penalty of Insiant 

ischarge, and Jumped into my buggy to go 
down town and find other men. Dr. Ho®f- 
man arranged the whole thing and got the 
other two to go in with him 
to carry it out. I am determined 
to have discipiine here, no matter how many 
men resign. Ifi don’t haveit, I may as weil 
lay down the shovel and quit.’’ 

supt. Kerley talked with much earnestness 
and seemed greatly concerned about tite 
situation. , 

‘What caused Dr. Hoffman’s antagonism 
to you?’ 

‘*About three weeks ago a woman wa® 
brought here, and she refused to let. Dr. 
Hoffman examine her. Hecame to me and 
wanted her discharged. She was not-ina 
condition to be sent out of the hospital, and 
Iwas unwilling to resort to that extreme 
measure simply because Dr. Hoffman was 
buffed. Isentforher and she consented to 
let me make the necessary examination. 
Then Dr. Hoffman again 
making it and I[ brought 
clinic room, and told her 1 wanted to ex- 
amine her aga'n tn the presence of the statf. 
she refused and I then discharged her. She 
went tothe Board of Health, saw Commis 
sioner Brennan and he gave her a permit to 
come back. Her return made Dr. Hoffman 
very angry. ‘She got back here 
night, and the next day they all resig 
That’s the long and the short of it.’’

When 
steaming up the ‘Tennessee River Britton 
Johnson of Hast Port, Tenn., and William 
Johnson of Rivertown, Ala., two roust- 
abouts, both well known to the profession in 
St. Louis, became engaged ina quarrel 
while sittingin the engine-room, but others 
interfering, the trouble was allayed. The 
two Johnsons were not related and were 
bitter enemies, having had a grudge against 
one another for two years past. 
. THE DUEL. 

Just before reaching New Era, Tenn., the 
Johnsons metin the gangway on the stern 
of the Boat, both drawing Smith & Wesson 
revolvers, which they proceeded to use ina 
bloody battle that terminated in both par- 
ticipants Deing shot to death. The killing is 
described as one of the bloodiest and most 
brutal .double murders that was ever 
witnessed on a steamboat for 
years past, The only’ eye witness 
to the tragedy was Wm. Tittrell, a roust- 
about, who was swinging ina hammock just 
above the scéhe of the mortal combat, ‘rit- 
trellwas seen Dby-a Post-DIsPaTCH reporter 
this morning and he told the following story: 

*‘T was ina hammock swung up to the cell- 
ing and saw the two men when 
they came together. They met 
over the hatchway in the center 
of the ganeway formed by tiers of oat sacks. 
Both mendrew their revolvers and shot at 
the same time, hen they ran in and 
clinched, keeping upa red-hot exchange of 
shots all the while. When seven or eight 
shots had been firea, William Johnson, look- 
ing like a maniac, his clothlug covered with 
blood and his eyes bulged out of 
his head, staggered back, but 
regaining his strength, rushed 
madly at his antagonist, Britton Johnson, 
and catching him around the neck he up- 
turnea his face and placing his revolver 
close under his nose he pulled the trigger. 
Jonnson’s head was almost blown off and 
vlood was spattered for ten feet around. 
Terribly wounded as he was Britton stag- 
gered up against the rocks and fired one 
more shot at William, the bullet taking effect 
in the head, Passing through the brain. 
Britton wheeled around and started to walk 
off, but fell dead without uttering a word. 
William staggered and fell in a pool of blood, 


‘the most ‘horrible sight Il ever gazed upon. 


Blood was spattered all over the iower deck, 
and the sight was the most sickening one I 
ever saw in my life.’’ 

HE SMILED AND DIED. 

William Johnson was approached by his 
brother soon alter the shooting and informed 
him that Britton was dead. He raised his 
head up, smiled, turned over and dlad. First 
Mate iobe Royal St@led that he was-asleep 
when the shooting occurred, but was on deck 
to see both men fall in a mass of their 
blood, ‘“*iinever heard of suciia bioody bat- 
tie in my life,’’ said Mur. Royal, ‘‘and I have 
been runningthe riverfor years. After the 
suooting both men looked like they had been 
run through a threshing machine. Undoubt- 
edly they were desperate men and they 
started into kili one anotheras every shot 
that was fired took effect, the muzzieuf the 
pistols being within six inches of their heads 
every time they were discharged.’’

ROBERT DOWNING AS VIRGINIUS, 


A Fine Rendition of the Tragedy at the 
Grand. 


Last night Robert Downing appeared at the 
Olympic as Virginius. The performance was 
decidedly the best given by him inthis city, 
and it waseasy to understand wby itis his 
favorite part. The character of the Roman 
father, as conceived by Mr. Downing, is one 
in which great virile force, deep feeling and 
astrong sense of personal and family dig- 
nity are united. Mr. Downing’s Virginius 


was a patrician, not a plebelan. Pride, 
in the best sense of the word, and determi. 
nation to save himself and his from disgrace, 
no matter whatthe cost, werethe leading 
motives of the rendition. Even when in 
deepest grief he does not lose sight of what is 
required of him asasoldier anda Roman 
citizen, and in the midst of his agony retains 
his self- possession and self-reliance. His ter- 
ribie duty is carried out without wavering, 
and the worst misfortune fails to cause him 
to show weakness. The Spirit that 
made the Romans the . sternest and 
strongest race in the world finds its exempi!- 
fication in Virginius. Mr. Downing ts pecu- 
liarly happy in depicting the mingled fee}- 
ings of the outraged father and the outraged 
citizen, and in not allowing the latter to dis- 
appearinthe former. Miss Eugenia Blair 
made an ideal Virginia. The innocent gir] 
who attracted the cruel and ruthiess de- 
cemvir, and knew not what she had done 
was before the audience to the life, while her 
perfect trust inand submissionto whatever 
her father believed to be right was one 
of the strongest parts of the per- 
formance, F. ‘. Mosley made 
an admirable Icilius, his strong, well modu- 
lated voice being excellently suited to the 
part, George Macomber portrayea the 
character of Dentatus in a very satisfactory 
manner. AS Appius Cladius, Mark Price 
, although he failed fully to bring 
outthe overbearing, ruthiess character of 
the tyrant.

ILLINOIS FRUITS. 


ee os 
But One County in the State Reports an 
Average Yield. 


HILLSBORO, Ill., Sept. 16.—The September 
condition of the fruit crop for fall and winter 
supply in Illinois has rarely been more dis- 
couraging than this season, but one county 
(Wabash) reporting an average yield. Tak- 
ing the State asa whole, only one-third of 
the usual crop of apples will be gathered. 
In the northern division about 27 per cent of 
acrop willbe harvested, in the central, 3 
per cent, andinthe southern, 47 per cent, 
Not only will the quantity be small, but the 
quality also will be very poor. 

Peaches alsO make a poor showing—in the 
northern division, 31 per cent; central, 39 per 
cent, and southern, 48 per cent. 

One-third of an average crop of pears is 


being taken from the trees in the northern 
part of the State, while in the central and 
southern counties a little more than half a 
crop will be secured. 

Piums make a little more than half a crop, 
taking the State as a whole. 

The grape crop is now being put upon the 
market and the yleldis more satisfactory 
than thatofany other fruit. Fu ‘th 
fourths of an average crop is now being 
gathered in all divisions of the State.

Illinois, but 70 per cent of an average yiel 
for the State will be produced.

College and Club Leagues in Session in 
EBuffalo—Sénator Stewart of Nevada 
Declares Openly for Weaver—Bright 
Prospects of Democratic Success in 
Illinois -Political Miscellany. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 16.—That the Repub- 
lican national ticket is to recleve valuable 
aid from the J. Ellen Foster wing of the fe- 
male suffragists was to-day demonstrated by 
thelr meeting here. The equal richts women 
metin a hall adjoining that of the League of 
Republican Clubs. There was a fair atten- 
dance. Mrs. Foster presided and opened the 
meeting with some .preliminary remarks 
preparatory to the work the women expected 
todointhecampaign. She said that it was 
an acknowledged fact that .the influence of 
women was great and why should it not be as 
greatin politics, in pure politics, as any 
other pure things. The relations of 
women to politics woulda be 
to purify them, to make the !ssues mroral 
ones, and to educate at least their sons, the 
coming voters, to vote for theircountry’s 
welfare, and not simply ina biind way for a 


party. She said the object of the association 


was to encourags women to study Republican 
doctrines and to arouse gooa men to action, 
and to help the election of Republican candl- 


dates. She launched intoa long explanation 
of the advantages of Republicanism over 
Democracy, and closed by urging the women 
of Buffalo to organize so as to aid in encour- 
agingthemen. Many clubs, said she, were 
forming inthe country, and thelr member- 
ship is largely increasing. 
During her remarks Mrs. Foster said: 


Strange to say women’s entrance to active politics 
in this country has been delaved beyond what would 
seem iis natural developments. Since the days of 
Deborah in sacred historyand Zenobia and Ciev- 
patrain profane liistory, there have not been waut- 
ing an illustration of women’sinfluence in govern- 
ment. This has been sometimes forill, Kxceptiug 
only Deborah, as appointed the theocratic 
system, these examples have been mainly of 
women who ruled the State or u- 
fluenced it by virtue of their inherited 
royalty. When royaity was an accident of birth it 
was not strange thata womantowhom the accident 
came should take her place upon the throne. When 
the people are under.re publican institutions it might 
be supposed that women would without controversy 
be included. Itisone ofthe amenities of so-called 
popular sovereignty that the fact of sex is a disquali- 
fication atthe ballot box has naturally preciuded 
participation in active politics, 

li isnot human nature to seek to work under dis- 
qualifications and without recognit.on from consti- 
tuted authorities, Whena woman is asked te aid in 
thisorthet party sheis very likeivtureply that it 
makes no difference to her which party isin power, 
sincethe law which each party claims to administer 
has not eceuferred upon her the digniiy of citizen- 
ship. Other women who have strong political con- 
victions believe itundignified, they being political 
inferiors, to attempt political duty under exist- 
ing disqualifieations. Others,-be ng ignorant of in- 
fluentiail questions involved in party volitics, do not 
care anything aboutit. Still other women as well 
as men have no earnest purpose in life and, excent 
on the surface of its jov or bend under the weivht of 
its sorrows. These classes of women and another 
large class who are burdened with family cares to 
whot each day brings a full measure of responsi- 
ble activity, so that brain and heart as well as hand 
are taxed to their utmost, shrink from pelitical 
study which might possibly involve political 
responsibility. But there are women acyainted 
with history and students of pwlitica!l science 
who are conscious of their patriotic devotion to the 
eountry of their birth oradoption, end who know 
that they know the principies upon which the ygev- 
ernmeut rests and the policies which make for its 
well-being. These women are not degreded in their 
own estimation, nordothey lo-ein theirown s-if- 
respect, because some ignerant man with a vain 
giory incitizenship, to which his masculinity alone 
entities him, sueers at the expression of their poiitt- 
cat opinion, when some boy with the first 
down on his upper lip and his first vote in 
his hands says: *‘What do womeu know about 
politics?°’ or *‘a woman had better keep out of 
politics.’ Inteiligent women know that there is 
being worked out on these shores the greatest ex- 
periment in human history; thatthe problem of seif- 
government must be solved here if anywhere; that it 
is being soived under natural conditions most hope- 
ful; that an immense territory, boundless resources 
and a healthy climate afford faciiities not anywhere 
else possible; that heterogeneous popuia- 
tions bring divers opportunities as well 
as great danger The welfare of every 
home, the hope of every mother for her children 
and her children’s children, is centeredin the suc- 
cess of thisexperiment. Women have uno separate 
interests from men. No womancan affordto with- 
hold her activeinfluence for the principles which 
sustain good government. Sheshould do the best 
she caninthe day and generation where God has 
put her. Tlus it comes to pass that many women 
are in this vear of our Lord engagedin political 
study and political work. ‘Vhatcan women do first? 
shecan become acquainted with the political tis- 
tory of her own country: she can see how 
a few principles have molded its development; 
she can weigh the agencies which in 
the past anid in the present bless 
or curse communities: she can know by actual study 
and observation the measures which are benefiting 
all classes of citizens: and more, she can teach her 
sons and daughters, and in the social circles where 
she moves and the communities in which she re- 
sides she can stir to activity the sluggish and tone 
upward to righteousness the careies:. it is too late 
in the century to inquire what will be the effect of 
this work upon woman herself. ‘This petulant ques- 
tioning, this nerveless foreboding, has ceased 
to .have much influence in adjustigg woman’s 
relé#ion to any new school of study OF tield 
of éffort. I heard once of a woman who whined 
feebiy from among her sofa pillows that she had no 
taste for charitable work; that she did not enjoy 
work among degraded women (as though what one 
had taste for or what one enjoyed was the etandard 
of obligation). Butthereare not many such now, 
at least many who have intellizence and energy 
enough to be effective in any undertaking, America 
is producing through popular education and the 
breath of liberty a robust womanhood not less beau- 
tiful, but far stronger than the lilly, gentle, clinging 
creature the poets, wrote of a centuryago. And 
this robust womanhood asks first, what needs to be 
done? And next. how bestcanl helptodoit? It is 
this womanhood that we to-day call to political 
study and political work. This study and work will 
ennoble aud diguify woman herselfand by tunis will 
make for righteousness in American Civilization,

TWO DARING “HOLD-UPS” LAST NIGHT 
AT OLD ORCHARD. 


Mr. Reavis Stopped, Beaten and Robbed 
While Escorting Miss Jennie Saunders 
Home—Mr. Ralph Sample Also Rse- 
lieved of Valuables—The Highwayman 
Pursued, But Escapes. 


Pal 

Two footpads gave Old Orchard another se- 
vere shock last night by holding up two of its 
most prominent citizens and relieving them 
of their money and valuables. It occurred 
on one of the principal streets and at 7:80 
o’clock, an hour when footpads are least 
expected. The incident serves to increase 
the terror which constant burglaries and 
holdups have created in the breast of the 
suburban resident. 

Mr. Tripp A. Reavis, anold and respected 
citizen, who keeps a livery stabie in the 
town, was one of the victims. He would not 
have won the distinction, however, if it were 
not fora little act of gallantry. A trainar- 
rived at Old Orchard from the city at 7:10 
o’clock, on which most of the business men 
ride, as it leaves St. Louls’ about 6:30 
o’clock. {Mr. Reavis was sitting im front 
of his lvery stable, one block from 
the depot, when Miss Jennie Saunders, prin- 
cipal of the Old Orchafd School, passed by. 
They exchanged the compliments of the day 
and Mr. Reavis asked if Miss Saunders was 
not afraid to.go home alone at that time of 
night. She had just come in on the train, 
which was late, and as no one was going her 
way at the depot she started 
alone. It is very unusual for a woman 
to be seen alone after dark 
in any of the suburban villages lately,as they 
are thoroughly terrorized by the many 
burglaries committed during the past two

fered to escort her to her home, which is four 
biocks from the station, she 
gladly accepted the offer. They

A. Lacy’s house 
when two men jumped on the walk in front 
of them and ordered Mr. Reavis to hold up his 
hands, 

MR. REAVIS’ NERVE. 

Miss Saunders was rooted to the spot with 
fear and could neither cry out nor run away. 
Not so with Mr. Reavis. He is 65 years of 
age, well preserved and never knew fear. 
When the tallest of the footpads ordered him 
to throw up his hands, he angrily said: ‘*l 
won’t!’’ Again the highwayimen bade him 
throw up his hands, at the sametime level- 
ing arevolver athisforehead. Mr. Reavis 
as coolly as. befofe refused to do so, 
and as the highwayman for the _ third 
time ordered his hands up, Mr. Reavis 
did put his handsup but not in the manner 
the footpad ilked. Ducking his head soas to 
get outof the way ofthe bullet he felt sure 
was coming he struck out with his right 
hand and hit the tall highwayman fullin the 
face. It staggered him, but before 
Mr. Reavis could grasp the revolver 
the smaller footpad struck him back 
of the ear with the butt-end of his revolver 
and felled himto the ground. Both high- 
waymen pounced on himashe layon the 
ground and relieved him of $18in cash anda 
gold watch. They then allowed him to rise 
to his feet and go on. He ran into Mr. 
Lacy’s house, Knowing that he could 
get firearms there, and at the same 
time Miss Saunders having partially 
recovered from her fear set upascreaming 
that alarmed the neighborhood. The ser- 
vants of Mr. Lacy, hearing the screams, re- 
fused to open the door for Mr. Reavis and he 
went to a neighbor, In the meantime 
the highwaymen walked down the 
street a few feet and met Mr, Ralph 
Sample. Mr. Sample had gone to the 
depot intending to go to the city and 
see a show but missed the 7 o’clock train and 
wason his way home again. He was hardly 
halfa block behind Mr. Reavis when the 
first. robbery took place. As there was no 
noise he continued upthe street until stoppea 
by the robbers. 

**HANDS UP.’’ 

‘*Hands up,’’ said the tall highwayman, 
polntinga revolver at Mr. Sample’s nose. 

‘*‘That’s a good joke,’’ said Mr. Sample, 
not obeying instructions. ‘‘You’re fooling, 
aren’t you?’’ 

‘*Hands up.

Mr. Sample was smiling and again re- 
marked that the footpad must be fooling, 
ashe never expected to meet a full-fledged 
earnest highwayman in his life, 

‘*Hands up or there will be trouble,’’ con- 
caaes the highwayman in a serlous tone of 
voice. 

‘*Well, if you meantt of course I’ll put my 
hands up, but please spare me that waich 
chain, it was given to me by a friend,’’ said 
Mr. Sample ashis hands slowly went up 
above his head.

THE PURSUIT. - 

It all occurred ina minute. The residents 
who had heard Miss Saunders’ screams were 
not out of thelr houses when the robbers 
finished with Mr, Sample. As soon as they 
arrived on the scene and heard what 
had transpired they started in pursuit. Some 
crossed the country and took the Watson 
road in the hope of heading the robbers off in 
their filght to the city, but they returned 
later, not being able to find a trace of them. 
Others took the rallroad track and followed 
it fora mile or two, but they were unabie to 
run across the footpads and returned. 
Mr. Reavis described the men as 
being the same two who had been seen loart- 
ing around town all day. One was a tall 
man, Clean-shavyen, and woreadark suit of 
Clothes, and the other was a small-sized man 
and wore a mustache, 

The village is thoroughly aroused over the 
affair, and some means of guarding the town 
at night and arrestingall prowlers will be 
decided upon. Of jiate St. Louts thieves have 
learned that the suburban villages are un- 
guarded at night, and have gone out there 
with wagons and burglarized as many as six 
houses in one night, carrying off a wagon- 
load of stuff as the result of the night’s labor.

The polices 
searched her house and there they found a 
bloody trunk, which had evidently contained 
one or more bodies.

‘There 
is no doubt that murders have been commit- 
ted atthe house, The midwife was arraigned 
beforea magistrate to-day, and after ev!i- 
dence had been taken to the above effect she 
was remanded, inorder to enable the police 
to proceed with their search for evidence.

MEXICO’S INDEPENDENCE. 


Yesterday Was the Eighty-second Anni- 
versary of the Country’s Liberty. 


Eighty -two years ago yesterday the Mesi- 
can people issued their declaration of inde- 
pendence under the leadership of Miguel 
Hidalgo, the patriot priest, who combined in 
oneand the same personage the forensic 
aBilities of a Patrick Henry with the firmness 
and high military character of a Washing- 
ton. Unlike the father of his country, how- 
ever, Hidalgo was not spared long to see the 
glorious flower of his country’s independence 


mature into the ripe fruit of realization. 
After about a year of successful struggie 
fear rete the Spanish troops he was captured, 
tried first by an ecclesiastical tribunal, de- 
spoiled of his priestly office, condemned asa 
heretic, and then turned over to the mercl- 
less militarv power of old Spain, by which he 
was condemned tu death, beheaded, and his 
head carried to the principal cities enclosed 
inanironcage and pubiicly exhibitedasa 
warning to all other rebgls. 

The effectof this brutality on the people 
proved tobe d?trectly opposite to what was 
expected. They were up in arms under 
numerous enthusiastic leaders, fought with 
desperate courage, and after a bloody war 
that lasted for eleven years, finally com- 
fPelied their Spanish masters to evacuate the 
country and acknowledge their independence 
in 1821. Hidalgo is, therefore, justly re- 
garded as the father of hiscountry,*the Wash- 
ington of Mexico, and at each annual 
recurrence of the day the spirit of HMberty 
grows stronger and the love of Hidalgo and 
his revolutionary compeers becomes greater 
throughout the Mexican Republic. Consul 
Cahill has always reminded the people of St. 
Louts of this great event—Mexico’s Fourth of 
July. Yesterday the flags of the United 
States and of Mexico were seen floating from 
the consular office at the southeast corner of 
Kighth and Olive streets. the day was also 
the 63d anniversary of the birthof President 
Diaz, one of the greatest men whom Mexico 
has Known in modern times.

Inconsistent Riders— A Ease Bali 
Threnody— Gossip From the Diamond— 
A New Theory for Suillivan’s Defeat—

The in-and-out records that nearly every 
prominent jockey has made inthe East this 
season has put the stock of,the American 
jockey considerably below par at present. 
His English brother, who rides to the satis- 
faction of his owners and the race-goers, 
is a much more popular per- 
sonage, Col. Tom Ochiltree hit the 
nail on the head when he said 
that the English jockey has less todo with 
newspaper men and more with his horses 
than the American rider. They are consist- 
ent riders,devoting more time to gaining new 
achievements than to resting on past laurels. 
The predominating characteristic of the 
English jockey is tireless and unfailing en- 


ergy, an arraignment to which their Amer- 
ican brethren could not often plead guilty. 

**Most American jockeys,’’ said a promi- 
nent turf authority recently, ‘‘are of the fits- 
and-starts variety. They make occasional 
grand spurts and rallies, but after all they 
lack that active and tireless energy and bull- 
dog determination which is necessary to 
place them in a consistent class. Garrison is 
away above most jockeys in the amount of 
energy and action he shows on a horse, 
hence Marcus Daly thinks he is the most 
valuable jockey, and the Montana man’s 
money talks withthe Snapper. Perhaps no 
jockey receives such a magnificent salary as 
does Ed Garrison. Fitzpatrick and ‘Tony 
Hamilton are next to Garrison forspirited 
riding. Taral, a miserable failure this year, 
used to bea very energetic and consistent 
rider. He wasa cood boy on the last furlong 
finish. Ihere are iethargic jockeys by the 
wholesale in the East whoare good on bursts, 
Marte Bergen, Doggett, Lambley, Midgley, 
Littlefield, Simms, Owner McCafferty and 
Others in that class. 

‘*Inthe West there are few jockeys whom the 
Eastern turfites will concede even a chance 
with the Eastern crackerjacks, but little 
Johnny Barrett, now riding at Latonia, 
George Miller, who has ridden for Sweigart, 
and who will ride in Californta for Matt 
Storn next season, and George Taylor still 
have anamount of spirit left that reaches 
faroverthat of Taral or Simms. Une boy 
has come out of the West who will bea 
Lochinvar worthy of attention, and he 
is Charlie Thorpe. Turfmen who are not in- 
fiuenced by Eastern taints say his execution 
is as nearly lke Garrison’s as any jockey can 
come tothe inimitable Snapper. Tiny Will- 
lams, the colored boy, was scolded by Fer- 
zuson, the starter, at Latonia for actions at 
the post, but hecan give the startera great 
many lessons in the art of getting horses off.
